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inserted, through an opening in the top of a hollow base member, and is fixed within the base member with the insert below the base 
member top and viewable through the top opening. The jewelry item may be designed to have the appearance of a single decorative 
unit, or to have the appearance of a double (or greater) decorative unit. Such units have application in many jewelry items. A number 
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
